LONDON, Jan. lv (AP)—The 
United Nations Assembly, carry- 
ing forward the world’s hopes for 
prevention of an atontic age war, 
came into being in battle-scarred 
London today. It was warned by 
Clement Attlee, Britisn Prime 
Minister, that it held in its hands 
the choice of “life or death” for 


mankind. 
assembly after Dr. Eduardo 
Zuleta of Colombia had called 
the delegates of the 51 United 
Nations to order at 4:03 p.m. 

“It is for the peoples of the 
world, through their representa- 
tives, to make their choice be- 
tween life and death,” Attlee de- 


clared. His speech gave special 
emphasis to the’ prime necessity 
of control of atomic energy. 

Dr. Paul Henri Spaak, Socialist 
foreign minister of Belgium, who 
was supported by Britain, was 
elected president of the Assembly 
for the London meeting. Trygve 
Lie, Norwegian foreign minister, 
was the only candidate nominated 
from the floor. Lie’s name was 
offered by Russia, which with the 
United States, supported him. On 
a secret ballot, the tally was 

paak 28, Lie 23. 

Dr. Zuleta, temporary president 
of the Assembly, told the delegates 
in the blue, cream and gold Central 
Hall on Parliament square that all 
on Parliament square that all 
must give their unqualified and 
unhesitating support “to save suc- 
ceeding generations from the 
scourge of war.” 

The American delegation took 
seats long before the !ast of the 
delegates had entered the hall. 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt sat on 
the left of Senator Connally of 
Texas. Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes sat on Connally’s right. 
They chatted and laughed during 
the last minutes before the two 
raps from Dr. Zuleta’s gavel 
threw open the session.

The deadlock in truce negotia- 
tions had been broken last night 
in dramatic, last-minute fashion 
when Gen. George C. Marshall, 
special United States envoy to 
China, visited Chiang for an un- 


scheduled meeting.

STUGKENBERG, 
BANK EMBEZZLER, 
GETS EIGHT YEARS 


Pleads Guilty to 9 Counts 
Charging He Took $71.,- 
243 — Judge Assails 
Plea for Leniency. 


Erwin J. Stuckenberg, who em- 
bezzled $279,126 from the Chippe- 
wa Trust Co, over a period of 15 
years and lost most of the money 
gambling on the East Side, was 
sentenced to eight years in the 
penitentiary today by United 
States District Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen. 
| He pleaded guilty to a nine- 
count indictment charging theft 
of $71,243 between Aug. 3, 1943 and 
Oct. 13, 1945. He was not subject 
to prosecution for his earlier pecu- 
lations, on which a_ three-year 
statute of limitations had expired. 

Makes Plea for Leniency. 

In a plea for leniency, Defense 
Attorney John L. Sullivan said 
Stuckenberg had become penitent 
several years ago, and last Octo- 
ber revealed the embezzlements, 
“which he could very well have 
covered up and made almost im- 
possible to find.” 

Sullivan emphasized the ingen- 
iousness of the defendant’s book- 
keeping manipulations, and 
argued that he deserved credit for 
having co-operated in straighten- 
ing out the tangled accounts after 
the shortages were brought to 
light. 

“Without Stuckenberg’s volun- 
tary help, he could have been 
charged only with one count of 
embezzlement, and it would have 
been difficult to prove’ that 
charge,” Sullivan contended. 
| He also cited the fact that 
‘Stuckenberg was earning only 
($210 a month. as assistant treas- 
urer of the bank when he was ex- 
| posed, 

Court ‘Not Much Impressed.’ 

Judge Hulen. however, said he 
was “not much impressed” with 
the leniency plea. 

“This court does not subscribe 
to the theory, much publicized in 
the newspapers lately, that, be-

Ladder Used in Kidnap- 
ing Identified as From 
Institution That Dis- 
charged Him.

CHICAGO, Jan. 10 (AP)—A man 
once employed at a nursery situ- 
ated within two blocks of the 
home of 6-year-old Suzanne Deg- 
nan, who was kidnaped and killed, 


was the object of a police search 
today. 

Mrs. Margaret Perry, operator 
of the nursery home, told police 
this man was discharged because 
of “questionable habits.” Investi- 
gators also learned he formerly 
was a mental patient at Manteno 
State Hospital but had been dis- 
charged as cured. They said he 
formerly was a North Side dentist. 

Inquiry into the identity and 
background of former employes of 
the nursery came about when Mrs. 
Perry identified a ladder found in 
an alley at the rear of the Degnan 
home as one which had been left 
at the nursery two years ago by 
roofing company employes. 

The police believe the kidnaper 
used the ladder to enter Suzanne's 
bedroom early Monday when he 
took her from her bed, left a 
$20,000 ransom note, killed her 
and dismembered her body. The 
child’s Jather, James E. Degnan, 
Chicago OPA official, told report- 
ers, however, he had seen the Jad- 
der in the same location the day 
before the crime. 

Father Recalls Ladder. 

Another man sought, the police 
disclosed, was a former convict 
with a record of sex offenses 
against young girls. . 

Although several clues, previ- 
ously regarded as important, col- 
lapsed in the last 24 hours, police 
still held two janitors today and 
hunted for a third for questioning. 


+The third janitor, police said, is 


a resident of the Edgewater Beach 
district who has been absent from

WATERTOWN, N. Y., Jan. 10 
(AP)—Charles I. Ruderman, who 
recently bought the northern New 
York village of Piercefield, now 
wants to give it away as sort of 
a home town for disabled vet- 
erans, 

Ruderman, owner of a machin- 
ery exchange at nearby Gouver- 
neur and a disabled veteran of 
World War I, is awaiting a reply 
to a letter he wrote Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey asking how the project 
might be carried out. 

He suggested that {ndustrial 
concerns set up branches in the 
community to provide employment 


opportunities and that escalator- 
type treads be installed between 
the plants and the residential sec- 
tions, 

When Ruderman purchased the 
town from the International Pa- 
per Co, several weeks ago he made 
no mention of his plan to turn it 
over to veterans. The community 
once had a population of about 
1000, but only 45 families now live 
there.

1, Grant the people freedom of 
person, conscience, speech, pub- 
lication, and association and to 
safeguard them against illegal 
arrest and trial. 

2. All political parties shall be 
equal before the law and may 
operate openly within the law. 

3. Local self-government will 
actively be promoted in all 
places and popular elections will 
be held. 

4, Political prisoners, except 
traitors and those found to have 
committed definite acts injurious 
to the republic, would be re- 
leased. 

Approval by Gen. Chou. 

Gen Chou En-lai, No. 2 Com- 
munist leader, approved the four 
points and said they were basic 
for achieving constitutional gov- 
ernment, : 

Thirty-eight delegates of various 
political factions attended today’s 
opening of the Political Consulta- 
tion Conference in the Hall of 
Ceremonies of the national gov- 
ernment building. 

Chiang is chairman of the con- 
ference, which will meet for 14 
days in an effort to chart a new 
future for this ancient land. 

Prior to Gen. Marshall's visit to 
Chiang, it had appeared that the 
conference on political unity would 
open under the shadow of con- 
tinued armed strife between the 
rival factions. 

Following the night meeting, 
differences over wording were 
ironed out in conferences between 
Marshall and Gen. Chang Chun, 
government representative, and 
Gen, Chou. 

Provisions of Truce: 

The “cease fire” order was 
issued by Chiang and Mao Tse- 
tung, Communist chairman at 
Yenan. 

Military commanders on both 
sides were directed to halt all 
troop movements, except for the 
transport of government troops 
into or within Manchuria to re- 
store Chinese sovereignty. The 
order also prohibited destruction 
of—or interference with—all lines 
of communications, 

It was stipulated that this order 
did not prejudice military. move- 
ments south of the Yangtze river 
for the continued execution of the 
government’s military reorganiza- 
tion plan. 

The truce order provided for 
immediate establishment of ex- 
ecutive headquarters in Peiping 
with three commissioners—a Cen- 
tral Government representative, 
a Communist and an American— 
to carry out details of the agree- 
ment. 

It was agreed also that United 
States participation in the execu- 
tive headquarters commission at 
Peiping would be solely for the 
purpose of assisting the Chinese 
members in implementing the or- 
der for cessation of hostilities. 

It was believed. that Chiang 
agreed to modify his previous in- 
Ssistence that the nationalists 
should occupy certain § specified 
strategic areas in the Inner Mon- 
golian provinces of Chahar and 
Jehol. Communist leaders had

Eisenhower and Royall 
Called to Testify — 
War Department Draw- 
ing Up New Plan for 


Discharging Men. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP)— 


Senator EdwinC. Johnson (Dem.),: 


Colorado, who has declared condi- 
tions in the Army to be “near 
mutiny,” was named chairman of 
a special Senate military subcom- 
mittee today to inquire into the 
whole demobilization situation, 

Chairman Elbert -Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, of the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, named 
Senators Briggs (Dem.), Missouri, 
and Revercomb (Rep.), West Vir- 
ginia, to the group. 

Johnson said Briggs was out of 
the city, but he got in touch with 
Revercomb and arranged for 
speedy action. 

He wrote Gen, Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, chief of staff, and Acting 
Secretary of War Kenneth C. 
Royall asking them to appear be- 
fore the subcommittee at their 
earliest convenience “to explain 
the whole situation.” 

“Our hope is that we can 
stabilize the situation and clarify 
it,” Johnson said. “We want to 
do it as fast as we can. Congress 
must determine the military policy 
of this country.” 

Revising Program. 


Meanwhile, the War Depart- 
ment undertook to revise its de- 
mobilization program, as pressure 
mounted from disgruntled soldiers 
demonstrating overseas. 

Pending this. revision, Gen. 
Eisenhower authorized’ theater 
commanders to waive all point 
score requirements in getting 
home men not needed in the -oc- 
cupation forces. 

At the same time, Gen. Jacob 
L. Devers, chief of the Army 
ground forces, asserted that pub- 
lic clamor for bringing soldiers 
back immediately is “jeopardizing 
our security and wrecking the 
morale of men needed to maintain 
the peace.” 

The announcement that the 
Army was redrafting its demobi- 
lization program came less than 
a week after the War Department 
ordered the demobilization slow- 
down which touched off the series 
of G.I. demonstrations in the Pa- 
cific and Europe. 

First Drastic Change, 


This slowdown order was the 
first drastic change in demobiliza- 
tion policy since the broad general 
program was announced after V-E 
day. 

There was no. hint what lines 
the new demobilization program 
would follow, but the Army prom- 
ised that the revised plan would 
be forthcoming shortly. 

Despite Eisenhower's order and 
the promise of a new demobiliza- 
tion program, increasing dissat- 
isfaction with the situation was 
voiced on Capitol Hill. by some 
lawmakers returning for the open- 
ing session of Congress next week. 

Senator Johnson said the G.I. 
demonstrations overseas were 
“distressing and humiliating to all 
Americans.” 

In a letter to Chairman Thomas 
of the committee, Johnson de- 
clared that “no American Army 
must ever be permitted by Con- 
gress to degenerate into a mob. 
What must our neighbor nations 
think of such an outrajyeous dis- 
play of irresponsibility?” 

Johnson asserted also that the 
War Department was repudiating 
“solemn pledges” about demobili- 
zation made to Congress last 
September by Gen. George C. 
Marshall, chief of staff before 
Eisenhower.

HANS FRANK DIARY 
BARES NAZI SLAVE 
PLAN FOR POLAND 


Murderous ‘Mincemeat’ 
Policy Set Forth, Bru- 
talities Listed in Docu- 
ment Read in Court.

NUERNBERG, Germany, Jan. 
10 (AP)—How the Nazis hoped 
to make the Poles “slaves of the 
greater German empire” was re- 
lated today before the interna- 
tional military tribunal in_ the 
words of Hans Frank, former gov- 
ernor general of Poland, who 
boasted in 1943 that he had the 
“honor” of heading President 
Roosevelt's list of war criminals. 


Frank, who attempted to take 
his own life at the time of his 
arrest, sat stiffly in the prisoners’ 
box as Assistant United States 
Prosecutor Lt. Col. William H. 
Baldwin of Detroit, read from the 
Nazi’s diary a list of brutalities 
reminiscent of the dark ages. 

“Once we have won the war,” 
said an entry in Frank’s diary on 
Jan, 4, 1944, “then for all I care, 
mincemeat can be made of the 
Poles.” 

Aids Told to Be Ruthless. 

Over and over again Frank 
called on his aids to be brutal and 
ruthless in carrying out Adolf 
Hitler’s program for Poland—a'|! 
program that specified a low) 
standard of living, elimination of | 
the power of the Roman Catholic 
Church and prevention of the in-| 
telligensia from forming into a. 
ruling class. 

The diary showed that in Jan-| 
uary 1943 Frank told district lead- | 
ers in Warsaw, “we must not be 
Squeamish when we learn that a 
total of 17,000 people have been 
shot. These persons who are shot | 
are nothing. more than war vic- 
tims.” 

He boasted: “I have not been 
hesitant in declaring that when a 
German is shot, up to a hundred 
Poles shall be shot, too.” 

Three years after the German 
occupation of Poland, Frank re- 
ported to Berlin that the “feeding 
of the Jewish population, estimat- 
ed heretofore at 1,500,000, drops 
off to an estimated 300,000 Jews 
who still work for the German

Striking Equipment 
Workers Offer Propos- 
al in New York Intend- 
ed to Halt Walkout. 


Halting of long-distance and 
Manual telephone service and 
crippling of dial telephone service, 
scheduled to begin tomorrow 
morning in St. Louis and most of 
the rest of. the nation as a result 
of labor disputes, started 24 hours 
early in Washington, D. C. today. 

Telephone operators walked out 
in Washington beginning at 9 
a.m. (Central Standard Time) to 
attend a union protest meeting. 
All telephone service in the na- 
tion's capital immediately was 
curtailed and only emergency 
long-distance calls to Washington 
were being accepted. 

The tie-up interrupted White 
House communications, Eben, 
Ayers, assistant press secretary at 
the White House, said incoming 
long-distance calls were blocked 
and outgoing long-distance calls 
had to be routed through Army 
and Navy tie-lines with the princi- 
pal cities. Local dial-system calls 
still were getting through to the 
White House,

Truman expressed hope that 
General Motors and the CIO 
United Automobile Workers, who 
have been on strike for 50 days 
in a demand for a 30 per cent 
wage boost, will follow the recom- 
mendations and speedily end “this 
most costly conflict.” 

Urges End to Strike. 

The board recommended the 
strike be called off and that the 
employes be permitted to return 
to work ‘without discrimination. 

The summary said that a large 
part of the 19% cents hourly 
récommended wage increase is for 
cost of living adjustment to the 
workers, who have received no 
general increase since 1942. 

The rest, it said, is to com- 
pensate for loss of earnings as a 
result of a shorter work week and 
other factors. 

The board said that, in line with 
the customary practice of Ameri- 
can industry in similar situations, 
the status quo prevailing before 
the strike should be restored by 
reinstatement of the 1945 contract 
between the parties. The company 
canceled the agreement last Dec, 
10. 

Bargaining on Other Issues, 

After reinstatement of the con- 
tract and pending its expiration 
on April 28, 1946 the board 
recommended that “the parties 
settle by collective bargaining the 
remaining issues between them.” 

The fact-finders asked that man 
agement, the union, and the work- 
ers “join in a wholehearted effort 
to restore production as speedily 
as possible.” 

They also asked them to con- 
tinue production without interrup- 
tion and to “lift it to new levels 
of efficiency and capacity in the 
interests of all the people.” 

White House press secretary 
Charles G. Ross handed reporters 
the brief summation of _ the 
board’s report and explained the 
whole document, about 30 pages, 
would not be given out then be- 
cause of time required to make 
copies. 

Garrison and Milton Fisenhow- 
er, a member of the three-man 
board, worked on a lengthier sum- 
mary for release later. ' 

Truman's Statement. 

Truman's statement releasing 

the fact-finding board report fol- 


|lows: 


“IT have received and am releas- 
ing for publication the report of 
the fact-finding board appointed 
in the General Motors dispute. 
The board makes the following 
recommendations: 

"1. That the company grant a 
general wage increase of 19% 
cents an hour. The report shows 
that a large part of this increase 
is for a cost-of-living adjustment 
to the workers, who have received 
no general wage increase since 
1942. The balance is to compensate 
for loss of earnings due to shorter 
hours and other factors. 

“2. That ‘in mind with the cus- 
timary practice of American in- 
dustry in similar situations . ‘ 
the status quo prevailing before 
the strike be restored by the re- 
instatement of the 1945 contract 
between the parties, which the 
company canceled on Dec. 10, 
1945 (as it had a right to do).’

EISENHOWER CALLS 
FOR WORLD UNITY 
TO PRESERVE PEACE 


OTTAWA, Jan. 10 (AP)—Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, under 
whom the Allies combined their 
might to defeat Germany, 4p- 


pealed today for the same kind of 
international co-operation to main- 
tain the peace and save the world 
from chaos. 

Such co-operation, necessary to 
assure the success of the United 
Nations Organization, can be 
achievéd only if every nation real- 
izes that its “very survival” may 
be at stale, Eisenhower declared 
in a luncheon address broadcast to 
Canada and the United States. 

“Nations that joined together to 
defeat ruthless enemies have even 
greater reason to remain united 
for the peaceful settlement of their 
differences lest new Hitlers rise 
to throw the world into a chaos 
more awful than the shattered 
countries of Europe present to- 
day,” he said.

BUILDERS REQUEST 
TRUMAN TO AID IN 
GETTING SUPPLIES 


Say They Can Meet Im- 


mediate Need in 18 
Months If Materials 
Are Available.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—Resi- 
dential building contractors who 


met today with President Truman 
told him the housing shortage 
wasn't as acute as people seemed 
to think; that they could elimi- 
nate it if given sufficient materi- 
als, and that there was no need 
for “legislative panaceas” such as 
the Wagner-Ellender-Taft housing 
bill. 

The President received a dele- 
gation représenting the National 
Association of Honte suilders. 
Ralph S. Duke, 829 Warder ave- 
nue, University City, Mo., was in 
the group. He is regional vice 
president of the organization and 
a member of its executive com- 
mittee. 

Robert P. Gerholz of Fiint, 
Mich., who served as spokesman 
for the delegation after it left 
the President’s office, said it had 
told him the private building in- 
dustry, given the 50 per cent of 
building materials intended to be 
channeled into residential con- 
struction costing $10,000 or less, 
could within 18 months meet the 
immediate housing need, 


Help on Supplies Promised. 

There was no indication of how 
Truman received the association's 
proposals, many of which run 
counter to the administration 
housing program, except. that 
Gerholz said he had assured the 
group he would do everything pos- 
sible to see that the materials 
needed were provided. 

If the Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration’s priority program 
for homes costing $10,000 or less 
works, Gerho:z said, private build- 
ing contractors can produce 600,- 
000 homes this year and a million 
next year. 

Joseph E. Merrison of Chicago, 
president of the association, said 
a survey it had conducted refuted 
the contention that the priority 
program will encourage construc- 
tlon at the maximum permissible 
cost of $10,000. That survey 
showed, he said, that 85 per cent 
of the homes to be built this year 
would cost less than $10,000 and 
that the median figure was $7400. 

Opposes Temporary Housing. 

The delegation expressed to the 
President its opposition to any 
emergency program of temporary 
construction, on the ground that 
it would divert critical materials 
required for permanent construt- 
tion. Merrion said that the asso- 
ciation would “go along with” the 
government’s plan for temporary 
diversion of existing surplus hous- 
ing, such as the conversion of 
barracks into living quarters, be- 
cause this would not seriously af- 
fect the supply situation. 

Duke said one of the biggest 
problems to be met by builders in 
St. Louis was that much of the 
critically needed building mate- 
rial was going into commercial 
construction rather than residen- 
tial. Wage rates are higher on 
commercial construction, he said, 
and contracts are usually on a 
cost plus basis, so that this type 
of work is attractive both to work- 
ers and contractors. 

In some of the building trades, 
he said, there is an acute shortage 
of skilled labor. He _ estimated 
that by May brickyards in the St. 
Louis area would be turning out 
bricks at a rate more than 300,000 
a day in excess of the ability of 
the present force of bricklayers to 
use them,

Inability to Return by Rail 
the Cylinders for Chlorine 
Affects 450 Communities. 


About 450 communities. may 
shortly be without supplies of 
chlorine to purify drinking water 
as a result of an embargo on rail 
freight shipments growing out of 
the truck drivers’ strike, a spokes- 
man for the Monsanto Chemical 
Co. warned today. 

Inability of the communities, 
ranging geographically from 
Montana to Georgia, to return the 
metal cylinders in which chlorine 
is shipped is the cause of the 
trouble. The Monsanto plant south 
of East St. Louis, which normally 
has a stock of 1000 containers 
awaiting shipment, will have less 
than 50 by nightfall, the company 
spokesman said. The company has 
sent a rush request for 300 cylin- 
ders out for repairs. 

There is no interference with 
shipments from the East Side 
plant, if cylinders can be obtained. 
Shipments are loaded on switching 
cars on company sidings and 
switched to freight depots for 
transfer to outbound trains. Near- 
by communities having empty 
containers are requested to bring 
them in by motor vehicle for re- 
filling. The St. Louis water supply 
today received 6000 pounds of 
chlorine, which was delivered to 
the plant at Hine, Mo., by truck. 
A special arrangement has been 
made by city officials with strik- 
ing drivers.

Normally deliveries are made to 
retail stores from wholesale houses 
by drayage and transfér compa- 
nies Which were forced to suspend 
operation due to the strike. 
Roving Squads Warn Ketailers, 

One wholesaltr said retailers 
picking up supplies were ordered 
by squads of men roving the 
streets in automobiles to “stay 
away from the loading platforms 
or there'll be trouble.” Because 
of this, he said, the wholesalers 
thought it advisable to close be- 
fore violence flared. 

Deliveries to hospitals, however, 
were being made under special 
permits issued by the union. 

Retail druggists, with deliveries 
from jobbers cut off by the strike, 
continued today picking up orders 
at wholesale houses. Unlike the 
retail grocers, none reported being 
threatened if he continued the 
practice. Wholesale drug execu- 
tives said they have not con- 
sidered closing. 

Operators of wholesale produce 
firms on commission row said out- 
of-town producers who truck their 
own fresh fruits and vegetables 
into the city were warned early 
today to “get off the streets by 
7 o'clock and stay out of town.”

DETROIT, Jan. 10 (AP)—Ameri- 
can industry has done much to- 


ward perfecting the mechanical 
operations of mass production but 
has a long way to go in solving 
the problem of human relattons 
in industrial production, accord- 
ing to Henry Ford II, vresident of 
the Ford Motor Co. 

Addressing the annual meeting 
of the society of automotive engi- 
neers here last night, Ford defined 
American industry as manage- 
ment and labor and asserted: 

“What is needed today is indus- 
trial statesmanship — from both 
labor and management. Instead, 
we have a tradition of industrial 
antagonism. ... The public inter- 
est requires that we find ways to 
eliminate industrial warfare with- 
out imparing or diminishing the 
rights which both management 
and labor must continue to en- 
joy.” 

“If we can solve the problem 
of human relations in industrial 
production,” he added, “I believe 
we can make as much progress 
toward lower costs during the 
next 10 years as we made during 
SAN eee En elt Se ANS 
closing down as present stocks 
were being depleted in filling un- 
deliverable orders.

It would have prohibited 
rush hour parking on all crqgss- 
town streets from the downtown 
area to the city limits. 

After representatives of business 
associations along Chouteau and 
Manchester avenues and on North 
Broadway had stated that the “bill 
reaches too far out” and that 
there was no need for the park- 
ing prohibition in their neighbor- 
hoods, Director of Streets and 
Sewers Arthur C. Meyers admitted 
that “some amendments may be 
necessary” to the measure as it 
Was written. 

He stated that the bill was de- 
signed to keep traffic moving in 
the peak hours and to avoid ex- 
pensive street widenings. 

Other protests against the meas- 
ure were received from merchants 
along Kingshighway, Gravois ave- 
nue, Chippewa street and Morgan- 
ford road. Aldermen Charles E. 
Albanese, who presented their pro- 
tests, said that the measure was 
too broad “because it covers ev- 
erything in St. Louis.”

Tax Provision Is Key. 

| The key provision in the meas-

| ment corporation would be sub- 
| ject, for the first 10 years of the

“Therefore, we must see to it 
that the national assembly will 
be convened according to schedule 
(May 5) and that constitutional 
democracy will be ushered in at 
an early date.” 

The rule of law henceforth must 
be enforced in order to lay foun- 


ence of constitutional democracy 
in China. 

The Generalissimo spoke in the 
cream-colored hal] of the national 
government’s impressive red and 
yellow headquarters, Heavy flood- 
lights, believed to be from China’s 
impoverished “Hollywood,” threw 
a saffron glow on the faces of the 
38 delegates, most of whom were 
dressed in long, formal black 
gowns. ; 

Chiang drank hot water during 
his speech, which was marked by 
two light spatters of applause. He 
extended a conciliatory hand, say- 
ing that the delegates were al- 
ready “unanimous in rallying to 
the fundamental principles on 
which safety and existence de- 
pend.” 

“Peace and Stability.” 

The Generalissimo declared the 
Government was ready to accept 
all decisions of the conference “if 


they are beneficial to national! re- 
construction, tend to promote pop-' 
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dations for constitutionalism, he 
continued. He said the most 
urgent needs were rehabilitation 
and unity, progress and prosperity 
of the nation which eventually 
would result in bettering living 
conditions. 

Chiang enjoined the delegates to 
be sincere and frank end to place 
national interest before every- 
thing else; to take a long view; 
to have the right concepiion of the 
nation’s future; to remember the 
sacrifices of soldiers and civilians 
in war. 

He expressed confidence in the 
outcome of the conference, which 
he said was being watched .by 
public opinion throughout the 


world and was “also the object of 
Chinese peoples’ prayers.” 

The conference adjourned until 
tomorrow afternoon.

This, 
it is believed by the supporters of 
the bill, will force local districting 
and then no state-wide election of 
State Senators ever would be nec- 
essary.

with the Amateur Athletic Union.” 

Another matter given’ careful 
attention, Dr. Smith said, was the 
plan for establishment of a central 
news and public relations office 
for intercollegiate athletics. Action 
has been deferred, he said. 

Gambling on college sports, 
which “reared its head” shortly 
after his term of office began, has 
been dealt with, Dr. Smith said. 
“T am glad to say that firm and 
effective steps were taken by col- 
leges throughout the country to 
curb this practice and the institu- 
tions where it became a menace 
were most vigilant in setting up 
controls to prevent its recurrence.” 

Protest against the growth of 
bowl games was voiced earlier by 
Dr. John A. Hannah, president of 
Michigan State College, who ad- 
dressed the large college and uni- 
versity roundtable. 

“My judgment may be wrong 
but I see in the bowl games a 
powerful force for tearing down 
the efforts of this association for 
maintaining athletics as a part of 
the educational program of our 
colleges and universities,” Hannah 
paid. 

Michigan State played and lost 
to Auburn, 6 to 0, in the 1938 
Orange Bowl.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP) 

HE United States has asked 
T Great Britain and France to 

exclude the Latin American 
countries from the Allied repara- 
tions system. The idea, it was 
learned today, is to let them settle 
their war claims by pooling some 
$500,000,000 in German external 
assets frozen in the 20 countries. 

Moscow was not asked for its 
approval since the Soviet Union 
under the terms of the Potsdam 
agreement renounced claims to 
German external assets outside of 
eastern Europe. 

Once agreement from Paris and 
London has been received, offi- 
ciAls here said, formal approval by 
the Allied Control Council in Ber- 
lin is considered automatic. 

Under a plan now being consid- 
ered by the United States and the 
other American republics, any 
Latin American country suffering 
a deficit in its claims could draw 
on a surplus in some other na- 
tion. Such payment most probably 
would be made in the form of sur- 
plus goods. 

Diplomatic officials said the 
United States would continue to 
take care of its reparations claims 
under the agreement reached at 
the recent Paris conference. The 
United States enters the picture 
only because it is ‘a member of 
the inter-American system which 
would handle the claims. 

Government officials figure the 
Latin American countries’ will 
make war claims exceeding the 
$500,000,000 in German external as- 
sets held by these nations. Most of 
these assets, about $400,000,000, are 
held by Argentina. 

The British and French have 
agreed to confer with United 
States officials here this month 
on steps to uncover Nazi assets 
hidden in neutral European coun- 
tries. 

American diplomatic officials 
said the United States seeks a 
three-power agreement to exert 
diplomatic and economic pressure 
on the neutrals if necessary. They 
expressed hope of reaching the 
agreement in time to invite rep- 
resentatives of neutral countries 
for individual discussion in Feb- 
ruary, 

Officials said the action would 
be designed to “put teeth” into the 
United Nations’ aim to seize all 
German assets in Switzerland, 
Sweden, Spain and Portugal. Simi- 
lar action is to be discussed later 
with regard to Ireland.

Monopoly via Reuther 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I read your editorial, “Reuther’s Rev- 
olution,” and want to tell you that a 
group of us decided it was so enlighten- 
ing that we think it ought to be repub- 
lished all over the country—with special 
emphasis in Detroit (motors) and Pitts- 
burgh (steel). 

In respect to steel, we urge you to 
write a similar editorial because the 
newly appointed fact-finding committee 
has been given additional authority to 
- Jook into OPA prices for stee] and au- 
thorize (possibly only “suggest”?) higher 
prices in order to pay higher wages. 
That naturally would force inflation 
which the union leaders say they are 
against. 

They are also against monopoly—but 
are they? Here is a situation where 
U. 8. Steel, only, is pressured to increase 
wages $2 per day. Suppose it is able to 
do so without an increase in steel prices. 
If U. 8S. Steel does so, then small steel 
companies, which must pay the same 
wages and which are now losing money, 
will be forced to quit. Only four or five 
companies—the big ones, the efficient 
ones—will survive. 

Isn’t that forcing monopolies on the 
country? Labor leaders say they are 
against monopolies ag well as inflation, 
How come’? Aside from that, where is 
the logic of using one man’s pocketbook 
(U. S. Steel's) to determine what the 
little steel companies’ smaller pocket- 
book can afford? The little steel mills 
need now an increase in prices to break 
even. How then can they exist if a price 
increase only sufficient for U. 8. Steel to 
increase wages still leaves the little steel 
company in the red? It must pay the 
game wages or lose its better workmen. 

It would seem that the only way out 
is for OPA to permit the small steel 
mills to charge higher prices than U. S. 
Steel. As a buyer of steel, I can assure 
you that won’t work, because no buyer 
will pay higher prices to a small com- 
pany. The small companies would lose 
all their customers—and immediately we 
build that monopoly the labor leaders 
profess to be against. 

We liked the editorial of Jan, 2 be- 
cause it was educational to labor leaders. 
We think they are willing to learn; but 
one editorial—like only one advertise- 
ment—is soon forgotten. How about an- 
other one on the threatened steel strike, 
then another on the packing house 

rike?

Mankind’s Second Chance 


The United Nations Organization, bearing the 
hopes of all humanity for guiding the world 
into paths of permanent peace and security, 
becomes a living, functioning agency today, with 
the convening of its ,Assembly. 

The meeting comes on a neglected and vir- 
tually forgotten anniversary. It was just 26 
years ago today, on Jan. 10, 1920, that its pred- 
ecessor in world organization, the League of 
Nations, came into existence, when the Treaty 
of Versailles containing the League Covenant 
became officially effective. The League was born 
with perhaps even higher hopes than those of 
today for attainment of a warless world. 

There will be many memories of the old 
League's tragic fate as the -delegates of 51 
nations begin in London the deliberations that 
launch the modern world’s second attempt to 
eliminate war through international co-opera- 
tion. They will be bitter memories, mingled 
with fears that the costly lesson has not yet 
been thoroughly learned, that the nations are 
not yet ready to make the mutual concessions 
and sacrifices necessary to write an end to the 
mutual slaughter that has twice smitten the 
world within a generation. 

Amid the exalted hopes «that attended the 
League Assembly’s first meeting, at Geneva in 
November 1920, there were misgivings as well. 
In the austere Hall of the Reformation there sat 
no delegates from the United States, for our 
Senate had not accepted, and was not to accept, 
membership in the League. There were no 
delegates from Russia, for the new revolution- 
born Soviet Union was an outcast, and had not 
been asked to join the League. 

Today all the members of the coalition that 
defeated the Axis are participants, and admit- 
tance of the non-warring countries—all save 
Franco's totalitarian Spain—is being strongly 
urged. Today the United States, by overwhelm- 
ing congressional assent, has ended its aloof- 
ness from world affairs, and Russia is a major 
if controversial figure in the councils of a world 
on the road to reconstruction. 

The League was unsurpassed as an agency for 
international social reform, but it proved power- 
less to stop all save minor wars. When the 
great powers let the League down, at the time 
of Japan’s invasion of Manchuria and Fascist 
Italy’s attack on Ethiopia, its finish’ was in sight. 
The League could not save Czechoslovakia or 
Poland, and its standing has been so undermined 
that nobody expected it to. 

The Charter written at San Francisco last 
summer gives the UNO stronger powers for pre- 
venting and stopping wars than the League pos- 
sessed, It will have military force at its dis- 
posal, Its members can consult at the threat of 
aggression, rather than only after it has oc- 
curred. The UNO will have as an auxiliary an 
International Court of Justice, of wider jurisdic- 
tion than the old World Court. It will have an 
Economic and Social Council, to work out world 
collaboration on the trade relationships and 
human problems that are so vital to everyday 
existence, 

Yet the UNO begins its functioning at a time 
when even ardent supporters fear its powers 
may not be great enough to cope with the perils 
of the new age that came into being when the 
atomic bomb burst on Hiroshima. Will the veto 
power, agreed upon at San Francisco, block ef- 
fective action on this overwhelming new issue? 
Will the present setup permit all the member 
nations, not merely the Big Three or the Big 
Five, to participate in the making of vital deci- 
sions? Can international rivalries, such as those 
now afflicting Iran, be resolved by collective 
methods, instead Of the old, discredited ways of 
power politics? 

Hope is tinctured with skepticism as the As- 
sembly begins its sessions. Its first business 
will be to organize the various agencies pro- 
vided in the Charter, but political problems, too, 
may be brought up for consideration. The wis- 
dom and moderation of the delegates, and the 
nations they represent, not the provisions of the 
Charter alone, must be the test of our faith in 
the UNO’s future. 

President Truman, in his closing address to 
the San Francisco Conferenge last June 26, 
summed up perfectly the prospects before the 
London meeting: 


If we had had this Charter a few years 
ago—and above all, the will to use it— 
millions now dead would be alive. If we 
should falter in the future in our will to use 
it, millions now living will surely die. 


As the Assembly convenes to inaugurate man- 
kindc’s second endeavor for peace through co- 
operation, the prayer of millions is that there 
be no faltering in its manifest duty.

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End of a Patronage Grab Attempt 

Gov. Donnelly’s determination and the pub- 
lic’s protests are undoubtedly the two forces that 
have compelled Missouri Senate Republicans to 
abandon their effort to write a fake merit scheme 
into the bill for setting up the new Department 
of Public Health and Welfare. 

Their plan was a so-called “bi-partisan merit 
system,” whereby both parties would be repre- 
sented equally in the new department, which is 
to take the place of five’ existing boards and 
commissions. This was merely a piece of politi- 
cal lip service to the new Constitution's require- 
ment of a merit system in this department, and 
a shabby evasion of the provision, for what it 
requires is a non-partisan merit system. It re- 
quires appointment of the best applicants, re- 
gardless of party affiliation, whgreas the Senate 
wire-pullers wanted an even political balance, to 
insure employment for “deserving Republicans,” 
with their qualifications put in second place,

The development is a victory for 
enlightened public opinion and a conscientious 
Governor. 
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Anti-Slum Legislative Progress 

A good order of statesmanship was displayed 
in the State Senate’s passage of the urban re- 
development housing bill—also in the favor- 
able report of the Insurance Committee on the 
bills to bring insurance capital into the field. 

The one bill makes it possible for private in- 
vestors to earn a reasonable return—a condi- 
tion hitherto absent. The others are needed 
because insurance companies are the largest 
and most eager source of housing capital. 

So far, so good. There has, however, been 
no legislative action so far on one indispensable 
bill—the one to permit partial relief of local 
taxes* for public housing. Unless that small 
measure of public aid is forthcoming, no more 
public housing will be built, for the much 
larger Federal contributions will be shut off. 
Unless more public housing is built, we can- 
not get to the heart of the slum problem, which 
is simple inability of the poor to pay for de- 
cent quarters without public aid. 

Nor, without. more public housing, would 
Missouri cities get anything like the needed 
volume of insurance-company and other private 
building. No one is eager to invest in neighbor- 
hoods that will be pulled down by the surround- 
ing slums. So more public housing is an indis- 
pensable part of the attack on blight and slums, 

For that we have the testimony of the St. 
Louis city government and a host of civic or- 
ganizations—also, in New York, the words and 
deeds of the Legislature and such people as 
Gov. Dewey and Chairman Frederick H. Ecker 
of Metropolitan. Surely the Missour! Legisla- 
ture, which has already made a good start, will 
see its way clear through the same logic.

Western Union pickets in New ‘York have 
come out with a slogan on what the public 
should do as a result of their strike, as follows: 
“Don’t telegraph—write.”

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An Imprudent Action 

The State Senate’s rejection of a measure to 
retire $4,398,839 in certificates of indebtedness 
is a splendid example of legislative imprudence, 
The bill would have saved the State some $110,- 
000 a year in interest, according to Senator Ar- 
nold Leonard, its sponsor. It would also have 
ended an anomaly in the State's finances. In 
the 30 years before 1902, school funds were bor- 
rowed for other State purposes, and the books 
are still not clear. 

It is not as though the State could not afford 
to retire the debt at this time. The surplus 
stands at $25,000,000. The objection is, appar- 
ently, that spending a fraction of it to slough 
off an old debt would cut into the proposed twin 
$10,000,000 drafts under the King “milk road” 
bill and the bill to construct school buildings. 

If that is the question, here is the answer: The 
King bill is a proposal to pour a little wasted 
gravel into a great deal of mud. And it would 
be questionable to spend much of the school- 
building money any time soon, while materials 
are scarce and construction costs high. Large- 
scale public works should be deferred as much 
as possible to periods when prices are low and 
jobs are needed. The crying need now is hous- 
ing for private families; premature public build- 
ing construction would work against satisfying 
that need. 

Yet, in the face of this situation, the Senate 
is unwilling to save $110,000 a year. Its action 
makes an interesting and unedifying contrast 
with the Legislature's elaborate concern to spend 
not one penny that it can possibly avoid to 
succor the State’s helpless, distressed people. 
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Freedom Has No Exceptions 


“Except” is a small word to have made itself 
so virulent an gnemy of freedom round the 
world. 

It is being used in Yugoslavia to gag the press, 
though the first paragraph in Marshal Tito’s 
press laws says “in democratic Yugoslavia, the 
press is free.” In “democratic” Yugoslavia, the 
press is bound hand and foot by the little word 
“except.” 

“No one,” says the’ press laws, “can be pre- 
vented from freely expressing his views through 
the press, except in cases foreseen by this law.” 
Then come 11 exceptions which, Allen Raymond 
reports in a series of articles to the Post- 
Dispatch, enable the Tito government to put out 
of ‘business any newspaper that dares criticize it. 

It was the same “except” that assisted in the 
stultification of the Japanese Constitution, in 
which every right was qualified by the state- 
ment that it would be operative “except in 
accordance with law.” 

It is the same “except” that Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Kuomintang Government of China, tak- 
ing the device over bodily from the Japanese, 
used to render meaningless the freedoms em- 
bodied in the draft constitution proposed for the 
democratization of China—and rejected by the 
Chinese Communists. 

When exceptions to freedom come in at the 
door, the living fact of freedom flies out the 
window,

Michael Straight in Free World 


In the First Assembly of the United Na- 
tions Organization, every effort and sacri- 
fice of a thousand million citizens will be 
summed up; every hope will be placed on 
trial, to be sustained or condemned. 

No organization as untried and as all- 
important should undergo so decisive a test 
in its earlier hour. The struggles among 
its protagonists should have been resolved 
where they imperil its future; its limits of 
disagreements should have been agreed 
upon, and its growth through common ac- 
tion, if not directed, then at least assured. 


The First Assembly opens instead at a 
time when few problems have been re- 
solved, when civil war rages, when break- 
down is the cost of delay. The tasks be- 
fore the Assembly are great enough to de- 
mand world government. Are they too 
great for the UNO? 

We respect history. Sut if, in compla- 
cence, men assert today that just as in 
American history the weakness and subse- 
quent failure of the Articles of Confedera- 
tion once led to the Constitution and the 
Government of the United States, so today 
the weakness and failure of the UNO will 
lead to world government, we reply that 
they are historically misinformed and po- 
litically misled. 


Grave Penalty of Failure 


World government, if it comes in peace, 
will come through the strengthening of the 
UNO. If the UNO fails, then not world 
government but world anarchy and world 
war may follow. 

Yet there is _a_ growing conviction 
throughout the world that UNO possesses 
neither the present authority nor the power 
of growth necessary for the maintenance 
of peace, 

If the First Assembly acts in a spirit of 
awareness that it is the civil service of 
humanity, dedicated to the creation of a 
new world order, then it will command the 
faith of all men, If it becomes an arena 
in which rival delegations form centers of 
conspiracy and struggle for competitive ad- 
vantage, then faith will ebb from it and 
the genius of its vision may be lost. 

If there is no will to strengthen the UNO, 
the problem of organization can become 
insuperable; if the will exists, the frame- 
work will be swiftly raised, and the As- 
sembly freed to turn to the major issues 
before the world. 

The great issue before the Assembly is 
the control of atomic energy. Its great 
task is the creation of an Atomic Energy 
Commission, to prevent war now by pre- 
venting an atomic arms race, to ensure 
peace later by ensuring the use of atomic 
energy to raise standards of life and health. 


Fears Among the Nations 


The greatest enemy of the First Assem- 
bly is fear. The United Nations live in 
fear of each other. Britain and America 
fear Soviet intentions. The fear is recipro- 
cated. It extends to all peoples. 

The United Nations -fear a strong UNO, 
There is in the democracies a growing de- 
mand for the strengthening of the Charter, 
There has been in the Soviet Union a grow- 
ing resistance to any reconsideration, par- 
ticularly of the veto power. This division 
may gravely weaken the UNO, 

But it is not the Soviet Government that 
fears a UNO strong in deeds rather than 
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in words. America fears the loss of inde- 
pendence to an organization that she does 
not control. Britain supports a _ strong 
world government in principle, and in prac- 
tice arrogates to herself the right to re- 
store and maintain by force an outworn 
colonial system, no more responsible to the 
UNO, according to Lord Halley, than it 
was once to the League of Nations. 


'-An extraordinary opportunity has been 
given to the First Assembly, Yet its power 
is a reflected power. Once the assumption 
spreads that with the creation of the UNO 
the responsibility for peace passes from 
the United Nations, then the UNO and 
peace are endangered. 

We suggest that In order to create the 
basis of trust necessary for the UNO, the 
United Nations undertake: to stop produc- 
ing atomic bombs; to produce no weapons 
of mass destruction, and no atomic energy 
until adequate world controls can be es- 
tablished; to demonstrate their good faith 
by offering voluntary -inspection systems 
until a UNO inspection force is created. 


A Chart of Objectives 


We suggest that in order to create the 
conditions of trust the United Nations fur- 
ther undertake: to declare that their main 
purpose, as nations, is to prevent war; to 
assert that Socialism and capitalist democ- 
racy can live side by side in peace; to ad- 
vance this assertion by education, by en- 
couraging the interchange of peoples, by 
discouraging campaigns of hatred against 
one another and by the creation, through 
trade, of substantial stakes in each others’ 
welfare, 

We suggest that in order to strengthen 
the UNO now, before drastic changes can 
be made in its framework, the United Na- 
tions undertake: to give binding force, by 
national legislation, to the recommenda- 
tions of the Security Council, the Economic 
and Social Council, the Trusteeship Coun- 
cil and other agencies of the UNO; to com- 
pel, by national legislation, the reference 
to the World Court of all disputes, and the 
acceptance of the court’s findings; to re- 
nounce as soon as possible the use of the 
veto power, 

In these ways, the United Nations may 
give added authority to the organization 
they have brought into being. If the ac- 
tion is left to the UNO alone, it will be 
necessary for all the United Nations and 
the UNO to move forward at exactly the 
same speed—the speed of the slowest mem- 
ber. It is not necessary, and this is not the 
time to wait. By giving leadership now, 
nations which have the power will gain 
the glory.

Evolution of Human Race 
Traced in a Lively Book 


“Meet Your Ancestors,” by Roy Chapman Andrews, 
(Viking Press, New York.) 


Can you imagine a volume on evolution 
that is a pick-up book? Almost a mystery 
--In Which the reader avidly joins in the 
hunt for missing links? Roy Chapman An- 
drews has achieved just such a book in his 
“Meet Your Ancestors,” which he wrote in 
response to the public’s many questions re- 
garding early man, 

According to Dr. Andrews, the search 
for the bones of your ancestors is an in- 
triguing treasure-hunt. Each discovery 
urges the adventurer curiously on. He sug- 
gests Asia or Africa as the most likely vir- 
gin fields, and hints that almost any cave, 
or old river or lake deposits, may hide val- 
uable clues. + 

+ “ * 

Dr. Andrews, former director of the 
American Museum of Natural History, has 
made use of his wealth of data, his inti- 
mate acquaintance with contemporary an- 
thropologists, as well as his own first-hand 
knowledge derived from his quest for primi- 
tive man in the Gobi Desert. Told in lay. 
man’s language and made graphic by end 
papers which trace man’s family tree, the 
book presents in “streamlined” form what 
is actually known today about our early 
forebears. 

Even though all known specimens of 
primitive human beings would hardly fill 
half of an ordinary room, such specimens 
attest to the unequal rate of evolutionary 
process over the world, High points in the 
search for our forebears were the discoveries 
of Java Man (of whom there are now four 
Specimens), the Java “giants,” and of 
Peking, Piltdown, Rhodesian and Heidel 
berg men. As nearly as possible, Dr. An- 
drews places each man in his own environ- 
ment, breathing life into the bones of these 
ancestors. 

* * = 

Basing his prophecy on past evolutionary 
processes, the author closes his book with 
a chapter on future man, who he predicts 
will be an uncomely but intellectual indi- 
vidual with a large bulbous head: bald. 
toothless and four-toed. Such a man may 
destroy himself by his own genius, a catas- 
trophe that does not seem in the least im- 
probable to homo sapiens of today. 

“Man's history on earth has been incred- 
ibly short and brilliant,” Andrews con- 
cludes. “Like a meteor flashing across the 
sky, he has risen to control the animate 
world, but he may burn out as rapidly as 
that same shooting star, leaving behind 
only the dead records of his once glorious 
past.” HELEN CAIN. 

Poplar Bluff, Mo. 
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A Century of French Fiction 
“Kedside Book of Famous French Stories,” Edited 
by Belle Becker and Robert N. Linscott, ( Ran- 
dom House, New York.) 

The Bedside series, having presented col- 
lections of American and British stories, 
turns to the French for its third collection. 
There are 23 tales by 17 authors, including 
many of the great names in French litera- 
ture: Balzac, Merimee, Flaubert, Daudet, 
Zola, De Maupassant, Anatole France. 
These are in the traditional French spirit 
of ironic, rueful and romantic story-telling. 
The volume concludes with five writers of 
a different France—the France of en- 
Slavement and resistance, whose literature 
speaks with grimness and realism, The 
earlier stories are well-known, some time- 
worn, but the pieces by such wartime writ- 
ers as Joseph Kessel, St. Exupery, Sartre 
and Malraux are fresh and vivid. 

All in all, it is an admirable collection, 
carefully chosen to exhibit the ranking lit- 
erary spokesmen of France over the laat 
century.

So I am venturing to sketch a 
system and pattern of peacemak- 
ing. I make no claims for it ‘ex- 
cept that I have found it useful 
myself, and that it may be useful 
to others if only as something they 
can criticize, refine or replace. In 
this sense any genera] conception, 
however crude and insufficient, is 
better than none, 

We must recognize, it seems to 
me, that, first, tnere are works of 
pacification which must be done 
in order that UNO may operate; 
that, second, there is the work 
that UNO is designed to do; that 
third, there are works that can 
now be begun and should be de- 
veloped which look beyond UNO. 


Three Peace Phases. 


For convenience, we may cal] 
these three phases of the peace- 
making pacification, international 
co-operation, and the formation of 
a world state. But although we 
must distinguish them in our 
thinking, we must realize, I be- 
lieve, that we have to work in all 
these phases at once. For they 
Overlap and are interrelated. 


This will become clearer if be- 
fore going any further we define 
eoncretely each of the _ three 
phases, 

The work of pacification is con- 
cerned with the establishment of 
lawful and effective government 
in those large areas of the world 
where it is wanting. 

The United Nations Organiza- 
tion has been set up as an associa- 
tion of sovereign and peace-loving 
States. But in a large part of 
Europe, and in much of Asia, 
there were millions of people at 
the end of the war who had no 
government which was both sover- 
eign and peace-loving. 

The Germans had no govern- 
ment at all. The Japanese had a 
government which we could not 
treat either as sovereign or peace- 
loving. The smaller states of East- 
ern Europe and the Balkans, 
which had been occupied and then 
liberated, had no more than pro- 
visional governments. 

Italy has only a weak provision- 
al government. China has a legally 
recognized government but its au- 
thority is not recognized by large 
numbers of Chinese. Even France 
is still midway between a_pro- 
visional government and a fully 
established legitimate government. 

In the region of empire over the 
dependent peoples which extends 
from the Middle East across India, 
Burma, Indo-China, the Nether-

Stassen Against the Old Guard

Bricker, for example, is probably 
to round up the organization vote, 
buy up the Southern delegates at 
the quadrennial Republican auc- 
tion, and sit tight thereafter. It 
is a pretty good idea, and could 
easily work if Bricker is elected 
to the Senate next year,.as Sen- 
ator Taft confidently asserted he 
will be. 

The idea of Stassen’s candidacy 
is considerably more complex, 
however, It must be, for the Re- 
publican organizations in such 
states as Pennsylvania, Ohio, New 
York and Illinois would probably 
prefer a sharp attack of bubonic 
plague, and Stassen has no money 
to lay on the line for such costly 
luxuries as Southern convention 
votes. 

Stassen’s basic thesis, in fact, 
is that President Truman will 
continue progressively to alienate 
the independent, liberal and labor 
votes. If this happens, he argues, 
these large voting blocs will set 
up a strong pressure on the Re- 
publicans, clamoring, so to speak, 
to be given a candidate whom 
they can support. Under these 
circumstances, so Stassen believes, 
the Republican organization may 
be overwhelmed into nominating 
a candidate calculated to meet 
this demand, Obviously he has at 
the back of his mind the upset at 
Philadelphia in 1940, when Willkie 
overwhelmed the organization Re- 
publicans on the basis of wide 
popular appeal. 

Does Liberalism Pay? 

There is a marked distinction, 
however, between Stassen and 
Willkie. Willkie’s appeal rose 
principally from his enlightened 
views on foreign pé6licy. Stassen 
goes further than Willkie as an 
internationalist, but he has ap- 
parently decided to adopt a de- 
cidedly liberal line on domestic 
issues also. The Stassenites in 
Congress hope, for example, that 
domestically liberal Senator Rob- 
ert M. La Follette Jr. will run as 
a Republican in the Wisconsin 
primaries this year, 

The idea seems to be that if he 
wins, Senator La Follette’ will 
put a Republican-Progressive or- 
ganization behind Stassen. 

One must admit that Stassen’s 
strategy seems rather far-fetched 
at the moment. The money is 
rolling into the Republican party 
coffers. There is considerable 
anti-Dewey feeling in the New 
York organization, but on the 
whole the ranks of the Old Guard 
have closed since 1944. They 
scent a trend away from the 
Democrats, and thus will be less 
easily bullied than in former 
years into passing over candidates 
of their own type. | 

Vets and Sunday Drivers. 

Furthermore, the backbone of 
the Republican strength, while 
certainly not composed of men 
with the Old Guard mentality 
such as control the organization, 
is basically middle of the road 
conservative. It is a little hard 
to see the moderately prosperous, 
Saturday golf, family-Sunday-in- 
the-country sort of American voter 
marching side by side with the 
independent and labor voters in 
@ Stassen = crusade. Stassen’s 
stand on domestic issues would 
alienate them. On the other hand, 
there is the huge, thus far un- 
predictable veterans’ vote, to 
which Stassen is understood to 
look for strong support. 

It,is, indeed, ridiculously early 
even to discuss the outcome, What 
is worth noting is that Republican 
insurgence of a rather violent 
kind has broken out almost as 
soon as the party’s wilted and 
drooping hopes began to revive. 
Nor is that insurgence purely a 
matter of the Stassen candidacy. 
In the Senate, for example, Sena- 
tors Tobey of New Hampshire: 
Aiken of Vermont; Knowland of 
California and Young of North 
Dakota, and Morse of Oregon reg- 
ularly act together, voting in a 
manner not very different from 
that of such young Democratic 
insurgents as Fullbright of Arkan- 
sas. Others, like Ball of Minne- 
sota, often join them. 

The same phenomenon appears 
in the House, where thirty young- 
er Republican representatives re- 
cently disclaimed the narrow 
leadership of Répresentative Mar- 
tin. 

If the 1946 Congressional elec- 
tions increase the _ insurgent 
strength, one will at least be able 
to predict that such candidacies 
as Bricker’s will suffocate of their 
own stuffiness. 


FORD GETS PERMIT TO BUILD 
$3,000,000 PLANT IN COUNTY

The Ford Motor Co. yesterday 
was granted a permit to construct 
a $3,000,000 assembly plant and 
office building on its 99-acre tract 
near Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

The permit, issued by the St. 
Louis county assessor, called for 


a brick and steel building of one 
and two. stories with approxi- 
mately 700,000 square feet of floor 
space. The site, which is east of 
Lindbergh boulevard and north of 
Brown road, was acquired by the 
company last summer, 

Next October was given as the 
tentative date for completion of 
the plant. J. P. Roberts, St. Louis 
Ford manager, said construction 
would begin “as soon as possible.” 
The plant will have a capacity of 
500 automobiles a day, and will

HE Earl of Sandwich surely 

lost his sense of proportions 

for normal living when his 
games kept him from eating regu- 
lar meals at the family table. 
The slices of meat between two 
slices of bread which he ordered 
to sustain him and which since 
have been known as a  sand- 
which has been greatly improved 
through the years and is now 
one of our most. valuable food 
arrangements, The way that 


foods are combined and assembled + 


in a sandwich makes it pleas- 
ing to the eye as well as to the 
palate, Spreading bread first 
with butter or margarine not only 
makes the sandwich more tasty 
and nutritious but it also serves 
the purpose of preventing soft 
fillings from soaking into the 
bread to make it soggy. Cutting 
the completed sandwich into tri- 
angles or fingers makes the sand- 
wich mote attractive to the 
eater, and cutting off the crusts 
from the bread adds a dainty 
touch. Toasting the bread before 
spreading it with filling increases 
appetite appeal, and toasting the 
whole sandwich so that the fill- 
ing becomes hot through while the 
bread acquires a rich color and 
becomes crisp goes a step far- 
ther in making the sandwich ele- 
gant eating. A similar effect may 
be obtained in double sandwiches 
by pan frytnmg them slowly on 
both sides in very shallow fat 
‘until hot through and the bread 
is browned to the preferred color. 
The following sandwich spread is 
adapted to any of these types of 
sandwiches. <A pretty edible gar- 
nish is also well worth making. 
Two or three crisp red radishes,

youth. There were the usual 
and gripes about 
Young America’s’ recklessness, 
about its hardness, its indiffer- 
ence to warnings and exhortations. 
There were the usual doleful 
prophecies that the race is going 
to the dogs. But somehow none 
of it got under my skin. 

I’ve been kicking around with 
American youth for a long time 
now—mothering it, playing and 
working with it, writing for it— 
and loving and believing in it 
more every day I have lived. Yet 
in that love there was a strain of 
pity. For I have come to see with 
increasing clearness that youth is 
not hard nor reckless nor defiant 
rebellious, 

For twenty years we have used 
the phrase “flaming youth.” But 
the dimple truth is that there is 
more fear than fire in youth and 
that its braggadocio is all too 
often a cover-up for deep bewilder- 
ment and dismay, I have met and 
known many thousands of young 
people, but I have yet to meet one 
whose adolescence was not 
shadowed by nightmares of frus- 
tration and inadequacy, by terror 
of the future and fury with the 
present.

The carefully reared girl who 
steps out of her groove one day 
and makes a blind date with some 
questionable stranger, or allows 
herself to be picked up by some 
worthless hoodlum is—nine times 
out of ten—simply trying to prove 
to herself that she is braver and 
more competent than she actually 
feels. The. boy who drinks a pint 
of cheap gin during a joy ride 
and wrecks the family car is usu- 
ally trying to assert a .manhood 
he hag not yet attained. 

If we who are parents or edu- 
cators or writers could only real- 
ize this, we should be infinitely 
more tolerant and patient. Also 
we would work a heap harder at 
our own job and not burden young 
shoulders with a freedom they are 
not yet fitted to bear. 

Complete freedom of expression 
may be the cruelest curse you can 
place on your child and the deep- 
est proof of your own failure as 
a parent.

Word for It

HE word sirup (the other 
T spelling is “syrup”) comes from 

the Arabic word shariba, “to 
drink,” the same word which gives 
us “sherbet.” 

The popular pronunciation is 
“SUR-up,” especially in the maple 
sirup country. A few dictionaries 
have at last begun to recognize 
“SUR-up,” and list it as second 
choice. Cultured usage, however, 
prefers: SEAR-up. 

The “SUR-up” pronunciation ap- 
parently is the result of the re- 
semblance of the sir- of sirup 
to the title sir. But if the readely 
will check the dictionaries, he will 
find that the “i” of sirup has a 
breve above it—a short, curved 
mark which gives to “I” the short 
sound as heard in “mirror, mir- 
acle, irritate.” 

On the other hand, the word sir 
is given as “sur,” to — with 
“cur, fur.” 

As to my use of ee to indi- 
cate the first syllable of sirup 
when pronounced with the short 
“i” it is well founded, for Mer- 
riam Webster’s states that, in 
parts of America where “r” is not 
omitted, the vowel sound of weary, 
fear, etc, “. .. is not noticeably 
different from that in sirup, lyric, 
mirror.” Indeed, one American 
dictionary, Kenyon and Knott's, 
shows “dear, fear, gear” as rhym- 
ing precisely with the first syllable 
of “sirup, lyric, mirror,? in the 
first choice (general American) 
pronunciations. 

The reader may find it hard to 
believe, but the British pronuncia- 
tion of squirrel has the “ear” 
Sound in the first syllable, thus: 
“SKWEAR-ul.” 

Stranger still is the English 
pronunciation of stirrup as 
“STEAR-up.” Indeed, “STEAR- 
up” is the first choice of Web- 
ster’s, Funk and Wagnalls, Mac- 
millan’s, Winston's and the New 
Century. Only Kenyon and Knott's 
and the Thorndike Century list 
“STUR-up” in first place. 

I cannot state that “STEAR-up” 
is never. heard in America. But 
I can say that such a pronuncia- 
tion has never once reached these 
inquisitive ears of mine.

The Place of 


Supervisor 
In Teaching

HE supervisor who is ap- 
T pointed to help teachers teach 

is, and ought to be, first of 
ail, a Master teacher. If he is not 
there is no reason for his being a 
supervisor. The teacher who 
works to attain a supervisory 
status because he dislikes teach- 
ing children and wants to get into 
a quiet office is a dead weight on 
the school he inhabits. What is 
wanted is a master teacher who 
can analyze a Classroom situation, 
take hold of it and show the 
teacher the way out. 

There are supervisors who are 
afraid to take a class while the 
teacher looks on. The teacher can 
always do more with the class 
than the supervisor, because her 
influence has been set by many 
days of personal contact with the 
pupils. That does not excuse the 
supervisor from teaching. 

* * * 

ANY INTELLIGENT teacher 
knows that the supervisor is not 
in charge of the class but is giving 
her a lesson in teaching and it 
behooves her to look and listen 
and get the idea. She can apply 
the idea left with her better than 
any supervisor could do and that 
is what the visiting supervisor’s 
mission is intended to do. 

This give and take between 
teacher and supervisor must be 
based on friendly co-operation. 
There can be no superiority of 
position shown on either side, no 
aloofness on the supervisor’s side, 
no critical antagonism ~ on the 
teacher’s side. If both sides are 
on the children’s side, all will be 
well on all sides. 

* * * 

THERE ARE TOO many peda- 
gogical assistants who want to 
stay in their quiet offices sorting 
tests which the teachers will be 
asked to give to their classes, aver- 
aging the marks, making progress 
curves, finding I. Q’s, laboring long 
hours after school is dismissed 
so that the supervisor may sit in 
the quiet office undisturbed writ- 
ing criticisms, making suggestions 
based on the reports but far from 
the classroom scene of daily strug- 
gle. There are too many paper 
administrators, assistants and 
clerks for the amount of actual 
classroom servico they render. The 
classroom filled with pupils is the 
best place for the supervisor to do 
justice to his position. 

Teaching must precede testing 
and that stands for the visiting 
supervisor as well as for the teach- 
er. There is a vast difference be- 
tween a living pupil and his test 
sheet and the really effective su- 
pervisor will be personally ac- 
quainted with that difference. In 
my experience few of them are 
but they could recite the publish- 
ers’ test catalogue in no time flat.

Tails Are Back, at So Much an Hour 


Washington Tailor Doing Big Business Renting Soup and Fish to Solons

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
URPRISINGLY enough, one 
GQ ruccesstu Washington business 


man whose clientele includes a. 


number of national celebrities, 
wants no publicity about it. Not 
even if you spell his name right. 

He is a tailor, and his sartorial 
line includes full formal attire 
from tophats to studs—for a mod- 
est fee per evening. Since the 
reconversion of the Capital's social 
scene swung into high gear, his 
has been a land-office trade. Most 
of his rental stock has been out 
and about almost every night dur- 
ing the holiday season. 

Shades of the late E. Berry Wall, 
best-dressed man in the gay ’nine- 
ties and originator of the modern 
dinner coat, that so many current 
Capital notables have neither tails 
nor a dinner coat to call their 
own, 


Washington men, however, are 
not so sartorially casual as this 
situation might indicate. There 
are several good reasons why a 
tailor with dress clothes to rent 
has this town, or any other, well 
in tow this season. Once the 
American stronghold of consistent 
formality, because of diplomatic 
and official entertaining, the na- 
tion’s Capital, along with the rest 
of the country, packed away its 
formal attire just after Pearl Har- 
bor. In many cases, girths have 
increased since then (as one Wash- 
ingtonian just getting out of uni- 
form put it, “All my civilian suits, 
especially my tails and dinner 
coat, seem to have shrunk in stor- 
age) and new material for dress 
clothes has become almost unob- 
tainable. 


Nonetheless, the Gridiron dinner 
held this month for the first time 
since war began, re-initiated the 
all white-tie rule for formal func- 
tions in the nation’s Capital. 
Many out-of-town guests who 
thoughtlessly arrived in town 
minus their tail-coats, along with 
a number of club members who 
have outgrown theirs in the past 
four years, found the answer to 
their problem at the rental tailor’s. 
So have numerous other Capital 
guests and hosts since then. 


Before the war, there was a run 
on rental clothes only two or three 
times a year. One was the occa- 
sion of the annual White House 
reception for members of Con- 
gress. The story goes that the 
tailor I referred to in the first 
paragraph came over from Poland 
a half a century ago and started 
his business in a. Pennsylvania 
Avenue shop. It was strictly on a 
sales basis; no rental stock then. 
He was moderately’ successful 
from the beginning, but he began 
to hit real pay-dirt shortly before 
a ‘Congressional reception some 
years ago. 


A Representative from a West- 
ern state who had made headlines 
and influenced voters back home 
on the strength of the statement 
that he would never become so 
flossy as to purchase a gates-ajar 
collar, no matter where he was 
invited in Washington, got cold 
feet when he learned that most of 
his colleagues were either plan- 
ning to wear full dress to the 
White House or stay at home. He 
stopped in at this little tailor shop 
and threw himself on the mercies 
of the proprietor. How to wear 
forma! attire .for one evening 
without purchasing it—was the 
question, as it had been for count- 
less members of Congress before. 
A rental fee was the answer. It 
has been for many years since. 
The enterprising tailor laid in a 
large stock of clothes on that 
basis; moved his shop to a fash- 
ionable district and settled down 
to serve a better that average 
clientele. Also, to be cagey about 
it. 

Incidentally, his fees have never 
been exhorbitant. Even in this era 
of inflation, he charges only $6 
an evening for complete full dress 
attire (not including a top hat; 
that’s $1.50 extra) and $5 for a 
dinner jacket, 

x * * 

Although, as I mentioned be- 
fore, the tailor in question wants 
no publicity, he can remember 
when his rental line saved the day 
for’ several men invited to the 
controversial British Embassy 
garden party for the King and 
Queen of England. At least four 
free-speaking members of Con- 
gress who loudly proclaimed in 
advance that they would put on 
no extra dog for Their Britannic 
Majesties (well, at least, no cut- 
away), and dozens of others who

One foreign embassy in days 
past also brought its share of cus- 
tomers to the foremost rental 
dress shop in Washington. For the 
first big reception at the Soviet 
Embassy (that was in 1934) four 
members of the Embassy staff 
were outfitted for the evening, 
along with half a dozen other 
special emissaries from Moscow 
who were there to see that the 
initial reception financed by a 
Communistic government properly 
impressed the Capitalistic guests. 
More than a dozen of the latter, 
incidentally, also appeared in 
rented attire; but the only person 
who knew about all that at the 
time was the tailor who was the 
source of supply. He wouldn't 
talk. 3 

Doubtless, he also knows just 
how many of his full dress outfits 
have graced formal White House 


Capital hostesses are beginning 
to realize that the problem of 
finding enough “extra men” to fill 
their dinner guest lists may soon 
prove serious again. The numer- 
ous attractive, unattached men 
in uniform who were such a boon 
to social Washington the past 
four years are leaving by the 4oz- 
ens. Within a few months, that 
old ratio of three femmes to one 
male will be re-established in the 
nation’s Capital. The wisest wom- 
en around these parts are renew- 
ing their friendships with the 
bachelors and widowers who were 
here before the war and expect 
to remain indefinitely. 

* * x 

Countless persons «all over 
Washington are asking how they 
can wangle an invitation to one 
of those White House teas. Time 
was, when calling cards auspici- 
ously dropped at 1600 Pennsyl- 
vania avenue invariably brought a 
reply in the form of a bid to tea 
with the First Lady; but in those 
days official and diplomatic Wash- 
ingtonians were received at state 
receptions. The latter haven’t yet 
worked their way back on to the 
Capital calendar, so grade-A nota- 
bles, along with a few personal 
friends of the Trumans, comprise 
most of the company for the aft- 
ernoon functions. 

Everybody in town seems to be 
reading, or re-reading that won- 
derful book, “Reveille in Wash- 
ington” (Margaret Leech) just by 
way of reminding themselves that 
the recent wartime confusion on

Here are the ones upon 
which they all agreed: 

1. DON’T fail to answer invita- 
tions promptly, and don’t suggest 
bringing substitute guests to a 
dinner. 

2. DON’T, when wishing to give 
a dinner in honor of someone, 
suggest more than two dates, lest 
the invitation take the nature of 
a hold-up. 

3. DON’T keep prompt dinner 
guests waiting for tardy ones. 
When the dinner hour arrives, 
wait ten minutes for a man and 
fifteen for a woman or a couple. 
If the persons late are socially 
prominent, they know better, If 
unavoidably detained they will 
prefer there is no delay on their 
account.

4. DON’T forget that the lady 
who sits at the right of the din- 
ner host must make the first 
move to go home. (When you 
are “the lady on the right,” make 
the. move at 10 o'clock for a for- 
mal .,dinner; at 10:30 for an inr 
formal one.) 

5. DON’T allow yourself to be 
drawn into any altercation at any 
Washington dinner party. Heat- 
ed differences in social gatherings 
aré apt to have serious repercus- 
sions. (Very much out of social 
order in the Monroe Administra- 
tion were the French and British 
Ministers who got into an argu- 
ment at a White House dinner 
and retired into the hall to fight 
a duel.) 

6. DON’T ask friends “to pour” 
when you mean “to pour tea” or 
“to receive” with you; and don't 
ask Ambassadors or other persons 
of high rank “‘to meet” anyone.

As Miss Squire points out, ignor- 
ance of Washington’s social rules 
does not imply previous social in- 
experience. Years, even genera- 
tions, of social knowledge in other 
cities—in other capitals—won't be 
of much help to the newcomer to 
this nation’s Capital. As fixed as 
the laws of the Medes andthe 
Persians is the code that long has 
governed social goings-on. War 
took a lot of starch out of the 
rules, but it did not eliminate 
them. As one Washington wag 
expressed it, “The Capital's social 
code? Yes, it has survived many 
wars without changing percep- 
tibly.

West opened the diamond queen, 
dummy played low, East discard- 
ed a low spade and South won. 
Now, after counting the available 
and establishable tricks, declarer 
laid down the heart queen. As 
he explained later, it was obvious 
that at least three heart tricks 
would be needed for the contract, 
and since the heartejack was at 
large, it seemed better to lay 
down the queen, guarding against 
a possible singleton jack in the 
East hand, than to finesse imme- 
diately to dummy’s ten. Unfor- 
tunately, however, though the 
queen smothered the jack, East 
had two stoppers in his A-9-6-4, . 
and before declarer could knock 
out the second stopper, East had 
established three club tricks for 
the defense. 


If nothing significant had turned 
up on the first trick, South’s lead 
of the heart queen would have 
been fairly logical. But something 
highly significant had been re- 
vealed! West had a six-card dia- 
mond suit while East was void 
of that suit. Thus, was it likely 
that East had a singleton heart? 
Well, hardly! It was infinitely 
more probable that if hearts were 
divided 4-1 or 5-0, East, not West, 
had the greater length. If he had 
ace-jack-nine, there was nothing 
South could do about it, but by 
leading low toward dummy, South 
could easily take advantage of 
finding the blank jack or the 
guarded jack in West’s hand. In 
the first-named case, the king | 
would smother the jack, and later, | 
the eight could be led through 
East for a finesse against the 
nine. If, on the lead toward dum- | 
my, West played low, the ten 
could be finessed.
